making a grand total of 75,000 bunches of
such twribiiable fruit as bananas, launched
on the riilladelphla niarkot in one week,
when 13,000 bunches a week are about as
many as it can profitably handle

Jobbers In bananas complain of these
npnsniodlc arrivals, ami contend that the
two companies could regulate, their steam-
ers so into nuke at proper In-

tervals and by ao doing keen, the market
steady. It is said that the present over-suppl- y

must and will lo worked on in a
week, and then there will be another
interval of scarcity orndepondoucoon Xew
York until these steamers can make their
return trip To add to the trouble, dealers
ay that last week was what is known

among the trade as 'strawberry glut
week," a period occurring every year,
when there is A very slock demand for
bananas anil ptnc,ipples,owtngto the heavy
supply of strawberries. For the three
grades of bananas the prices on Saturday
were 91.25, TO cents and GO cents a bunch.
